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1. The "center's" primary function is to provide CIA a reserve pool 
of penetration agent candidates for current and future operations 
into the BSSR. The screening and assessing of all attending students ] 

to be conducted at this "center" will be directed and controlled by ! 

CIA in the following manner: First, all witting instructors will be 

assessed, cleared, and made knowledgeable upon "the need to know" 
basis) secondly, each applicant's name will be submitted for nnnm 
checks and preliminary screening - the selection of each candidate 
Mil be approved by CIA) thirdly, continuous assessment reports will 
be submitted periodically by the designated instructors for evalua- 
tion by responsible case officers) and fourthly, at the completion 
of each school tens, those students who have been favorably assessed 
will be interviewed and recruited by project case officers. Farther 
CIA control will exist in the planning of the curriculum, in the 
selection of instructors and lecturers, and in the "center's" adminis- 
trative details. Only CAMBISTS 2, the "center's" director, and one 
or two instructors will be knowledgeable of the "center's" true 
purposes All efforts will be made to have the local population, 
students, lecturers, instructors, and BNR (Byelorussian National Rada) 
members believe the school to be a Byelorussian Political Science 
Academy. 


2. The "center" in this manner, will provide CIA with prospective 
agent candi d ates who will have been provisionally eleared, re indoctri- 
nated, area instructed, unwittingly assessed, and remotivated for 
penetration type missions. Furthermore, those students unsuitable 
for missions into the BSSR will be assessed for possible use as 
support or GE agents, as instructors, or for other tasks involved in 
the successful accomplishment of the United States' intelligence 
mission.
